Because of the lack of prior 
communications between the 
three great powers, American 
officials can only speculate on 
the reason for the timing of 
action by Israel, Britain and 
France.

Britain has an armored regi- 
ment in Jordan, near Aqaba 
that can move across the Sinai 
peninsula to the lower end of 
the Suez canal in not more 
than twe days. 

It also has the Tenth 
Armored Division in Libya, al- 
though the British have prom- 
ised not to use Libya as a base 
for an attack on Egypt. 

Egyptian forces have been 
dispersed against the multiple 
possible dangers.

Having won her independence the 
United States for many years after- 
ward had to fight Indians under the 
pay of the English, French and Span- 
ison who continually raided Amer- 
ican settlements. Tne Americans 
did not wait for an international 
body to act but fought back against 
the marauding Indians to protect 
their territory and their inhabitants. 

As late as 1812 the United States 
was compelled to fight again in or- 
der to maintain its freedoms from 
an English government that har- 
assed its trade, imprisoned Amer- 
ican seamen and attempted in all 
ways to embarrass the fledgling new 
democracy. 

In our own time a new democracy, 
Isi‘ael, was created as a haven for 
people who escaped similar persecu- 
tion in the Old World. This new 
country had to fight for its freedom 
against the British opposition as 
well as British-maintained Arab mer- 
cenaries. Having won its independ- 
emce Israel was not permitted any 
breathing time to build up its re- 
sources but as in our own country 
it had to remain armed to repel 
marauding Arab terrorists. 

England admittedly acknowledges 
it pays $25,000,000 to maintain its 
stooge Jordanian army while Amer- 
ican and British oil companies pay 
huge royalties into the personal 
pockets of a few Arab dictators. 

As in our early history, a new na- 
tion has to fight to protect its new 
lands against reactionary and hostile 
elements.

A Critical Situation 


The foreign affairs of the United States are in 
a critical state today. Great Britain and France 
have split away from Washington over the crisis 
in the Middle East. 

The Allies of World Wars I and II have had 
their differences but not in many years has 
there been such a breach as now exists. 

What happened at the United Nations Security 
Council Tuesday sets out this dangerous situa- 
tion with stark clarity. 

First, the United States introduced a resolu- 
tion calling for a cease-fire announcement on 
the part of Israel, withdrawal of Israeli troops 
within the new nation’s own boundaries and 
agreement by U.N. members not to use force in 
the inflamed zone. 

Second, Great Britain and France rejected 
the United States resolution, Britain using the 
veto at the U.N. for the first time. Britain and 
France proceeded with their previously an- 
nounced plans to put expeditionary troops into 
the Suez canal area. 

Third, Soviet Russia introduced a cease-fire 
resolution, more limited than that of the United 
States, only to have Great Britain and France- 
veto it also. The United States refrained from 
voting on the Soviet resolution on the grounds, 
as stated by Delegate Henry Cabot Lodge, that 
it omitted enforcement provisions. 

There are two wrongs in this new situation 
concerning the United States, Great Britain and 
France. Added together they make infinitely 
worse a situation that was bad enough before 
the split developed. 

Tae first wrong is the warlike, hostile course 
of London and Paris. Their joint ultimatum 
with its threat to intervene with troops ignored 
the U.N. whose Security Council was meeting for 
the specific purpose, if belatedly, of taking up 
the incendiary Middle East problem. 

How could Britain and France have expected 
their act to do anything other than add fuel 
to the fire? They must have known that it 
would appear that they were bent on wresting 
control of the Suez canal from Egypt by force 
of arms. 

The second wrong in this’break-up in the 
relations among the Western democracies is that 
the diplomacy of the United States should have 
allowed it to happen. 

The Associated Press says that the Eisenhower 
Administration's Department of State “appeared 
stunned by word of the ultimatum” of Britain 
and France. 

How could this possibly be? 

Are our diplomats in Washington, London and 
Paris so out of touch with each other that no 
one could report to Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles as to what was developing? 

Do Britain and France no longer consult with 
us’ If so why not? 

President Eisennower was very well advised 
to cancel his campaign trip to Tennessee, Okla- 
homa and Texas. It is clear that he holds the 
office which is constitutionally responsible for 
providing the leadership and direction that are 
so urgently required.

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Mr. Skaggs Speaks Up 

The St. Louis Charter Freeholders will do 
well to take notice of the worthwhile suggestion 
by Ancel A. Skaggs, Republican candidate for 
Sheriff. He has urged a consolidation of that 
patronage office with the offices of the city’s 
nine constables, seven of whom he noted in 
passing are members of the Democratic City 
Committee.

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The Busy Buyer 

Secretary of Agriculture Benson is a great 
believer in self-reliance for the farmer. But re- 
cently he has been buying eggs, for the first 
time since the Eisenhower Administration took 
office. He has been buying turkeys. He has been 
buying hamburger. He has been buying lard. 
And now he announces that next week, which 
by pure coincidence happens to be election 
week, he will begin buying pork. 

The reason is not hard to fathom. The price 
of hogs in, East St. Louis Tuesday touched the 
lowest point since last April 17. At the Iowa and 
Minnesota interior markets, which do a huge 
hog business in important political territory, hog 
prices are getting down close to $14 a hundred- 
weight. 

“Frankly, I'm very practical about the farm 
issue, because in my experience I find that 
farmers are concerned far more about the mar- 
ket than what politicians say.” 

So said Vice President Nixon late in Septem- 
ber when he indicated that hog prices must not 
be allowed to slip below $15 a hundred. Shortly 
after it became known that this recommendation 
had been transmitted to the proper authorities, 
Secretary Benson announced that he would prob- 
ably start buying pork to bolster the hog market 
if prices fell below $14.50 or $15.

Whereas in 1955 ‘(non-election year) 
he let hog prices go below $13 before reluctant- 
ly starting a pork buying program, this year he 
is getting into the market sooner—in fact, just 
about $1 earlier than Nov. 6.

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_ Voting for Judges, Too 

Since Missouri’s nonpartisan court plan was 
started in 1940, the voters have been asked to 
pass on 53 judges, and é6nly one of these has 
been rejected, a Kansas City Democrat in 1942. 
All others have won approval by margins rang- 
ing from 2-1 to 5-1 or better. So the Judicial 
Election Committee’s warning that a militant 
minority might seize control of the bench if the 
citizens neglect the judicial ballot may be a bit 
overdrawn. But it is a reminder, nevertheless, 
that the electorate is expected to vote for judges 
as well as for other candidates. 

Since the judicial ballot does not present a 
contest between rivals for a seat on the bench 
but merely asks whether a sitting judge should 
be retained, it does not have the benefit of the 
attention generated by active partisan campaign- 
ing. Judges were taken out of partisan politics, 
however, for the sake of even-handed justice, un- 
influenced by the obligations and pressures 
often involved in seeking other offices. This ele- 
vates, rather than belittles, the courts. 

The average citizen may not follow the work 
of judges very closely, but the press and vari- 
ous interested organizations do afford him 
grounds for judgment. Thus the AFL-CIO is op- 
posing the retention of three Missouri Supreme 
Court judges—Henry J. Westhues, Clem F. 
Storckman and Henry I. Eager—on the ground 
that their decisions have been unfriendly to 
labor. Such opposition is the right of any group. 

Yet all the judges whose terms are expiring 
have been recommended for retention by the 
lawyers of St. Louis and Eastern Missouri, the 
men most familiar with their work. Actually, 
1581 St. Louis lawyers and 407 from counties 
outside the city participated in the balloting.

The nonpartisan court plan does not expect 
automatic retention of a judge in office. It 
recognizes that a judge may prove unworthy of 
continuance on the bench and so provides the 
means for removing him after an unsatisfactory 
experience. That is why the negative choice 
appears on the ballot. 

But Missouri’s*court plan does expect that in 
the great majority of cases judges will be found 
suitable for continued service. We know of no 
reason why the overwhelming recommendations 
in the lawyers’ poll should not be accepted. 
Thus, it is our opinion that Supreme Court 
Judges Storckman, Westhues and Eager, along 
with the other judges whose terms are expiring, 
should be kept on the bench to continue their 
judicial service. 
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_ The Issue Is Safety 

The coming hearings on the safety of the 
atomic power plant projected near Detroit 
should, it seems to us, explore the safety ques- 
tion fully and exclusively. To inject extraneous 
issues of financing and procedure, as three CIO- 
AFL unions are trying to do, would only becloud 
the main consideration. 

To reject any angle bearing on safety would 
make the eventual findings by that degree in- 
conclusive. Allegations that the Atomic Energy 
Commission high-pressured the Power Reactor 
Development Co. into going ahead “precipitous- 
ly,” in order to make a showing of progress, 
constitute such an angle. 

Accordingly, it is to be hoped that the com- 
mission’s attorneys will abandon their efforts 
to exclude testimony on this aspect of the 
controversy. 

When the hearings have been concluded, the 
people who live in the Detroit-Toledo-Windsor, 
Ont. area, and whose safety is therefore in- 
volved, should be able to conclude for them- 
selves, on the basis of the facts brought out, 
whether life, limb and property would be ade- 
quately safeguarded. 

Hearings which accomplished anything less 
would be useless.

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Getting Close to the Junketeers 

Bit by bit the veil of secrecy over public 
funds spent for congressional travel is being 
lifted. Earlier this month, soon after President 
Eisenhower told a press conference that he saw 
no reason for all the secrecy, the House Appro- 
priations Committee reported that 15 House com- 
mittees and the Joint Committee on Atomic En- 
ergy spent $343,469 in counterpart funds during 
the past fiscal year. 

Now the Senate Appropriations Committee 
has reported that Senators traveling abroad in 
the same period spent $164,488 in counterpart 
funds. But neither committee has reported on 
how much additional money was appropriated 
for travel purposes from domestic funds. The 
counterpart funds consist of money set aside 
by foreign governments to match American 
economic aid grants. Ten per cent of this money 
is available for officia] United States use. 

There have been dispatches from reliable 
sources charging that some traveling Congress- 
men spend domestic and counterpart funds with, 
to put it mildly, great abandon, since no public 
accounting is made. That is what still remains 
to be done. If recent travel expenses of all Con- 
gressmen were open to public inspection, it 
would assist greatly in separating the touring 
lawmakers into two classes: those goodtime 
Charlies who make the most of a junket and 
those conscientious representatives of the people 
who travel so they can return better able to 
make decisions on world affairs. ma 

That is what should be done and those Con- 
gressmen who have taken the first preliminary 
steps should lose no time in seeing that a full 
accounting becomes the order of the day.

I favor the re-election of Dwight D. 
Eisenhower as President of the United 
States. The whole record of his first 
Administration can be summarized in 
two words: “Constructive moderation.” 
What are the really important aspects 
of national policy that should be given 
greatest weight in appraising what has 
happened since 1953? I suggest: 

Item: The physical security of the 
United States. Just how well prepared 
we are against the eventuality of war is 
probably beyond general public com- 
prehension. Many of the facts are neces- 
sarily classified. But on balance, who 
would challenge the President’s qualifi- 
cations as Commander-in-Chief? Who 
would be his superior in making judg- 
ments on military matters? 

Item: The economic and fiscal sta- 
bility of the nation. The President has 
laid a restraining hand on forces that 
would encumber the country with ex- 
cessive government. At the same time, 
he has adhered to the soundest and the 
most courageous policies in protecting 
the value of the United States dollar, 
and in shaping tax and subsidy and 
spending policies to the grain of reason. 

Item: The health, education and wel- 
fare of the people. President Eisen- 
hower has not narrowed or shrunk the 
Federal Government's participation in 
social services:’ He has, on the other 
hand, enlarged it. But neither has he, 
by resort to threat or surrender to ex- 
pediency, promised the pie-in-the-sky 
of compulsory health insurance, extrav- 
agant minimum wages, panaceas in pen- 
sions, welfare, housing and education. 

Item: Civil rights and the interrela- 
tionships of people. Again by the em- 
ployment of “constructive moderation,” 
Mr. Eisenhower has applied firm in- 
fluence toward the equalizing of minor- 
ity and majority rights and opportu- 
nities among the races. He has done it 
without flamboyant techniques. 

Item: Foreign policy and international 
relations. Mr. Elsenhower has commu- 
nicated well this country’s interest in 
the peaceful accommodations of the 
wert conflicts. He has not, as 
charged, bankrupted American influ- 
ence abroad. 

I believe the President is physically 
capable of carrying the burden without 
diluting the importance of the Presi- 
dency by arbitrarily transferring to oth- 
ers the constitutional functiens that are 
his and his alone. 

I believe that Richard Nixon has 
served well in his capacity as Vice 
President and that his campaign to 
date has shown a sober attempt on his 
part properly to interpret the accom- 
plishments of the Administration.

In the Stevenson-Kefauver team the 
Democratic party presents two names 
identified with the highest progressive 
principles in public life today. Here in 
Wisconsin we began to hear of Steven- 
son in the early days of his term as 
Governor of our neighboring State of 
Illinois. It began to appear that there 
was “something unusual” in the state 
house at Springfield. 


But it was not until the campaign of 
1952 that the true gauge of this man 
could make itself known. Though he 
was required to carry the mistakes of 
the Democratic Administrations of the 
past and to face one of the most popu- 
lar war heroes of our history, Steven- 
son inspired millions by his eloquent 
discussions of the problems that pressed 
for solution abroad and at home.

Poland will be emerging from 
its status as a Soviet colony, 
and this will involve a difficult 
readjustment. We ought to give 
much thought not only to what 
economic aid will be needed but 
also to the question of how it 
will be given, whether by us 
directly or by some kind of in- 
ternational agency. , 

We are living in great days. 
For we are witnessing the dis- 
solution of the international 
structure of the postwar world. 
The armistices of World War II, 
which have never become a 
peace settlement, left the world 
with two great centers of power 
—the one in Moscow and the 
other in Washington.

Cardinal Mindszenty Makes

BUDAPEST, Oct. 31 (INS)— 
Cardinal Josef Mindszenty re- 
turned in triumph to Budapest 
today following his release by 
rebel forces from prison. 

The Cardinal, who returned 
to his official residence in the 
Hungarian capital, shook hands 
with me and other reporters 
and said, “I have been sick for 
many years, but with this great 
news I feel fine.” 

He was referring to the quick 
changes in the Hungarian polit- 
ical scene that occurred after 
the revolt began Oct. 23. 

The Cardinal, now 64 years 
old, said he was released by 40 
Hungarian soldiers and patriots 
equipped with three tanks at 
Felsoepeteny last night. 

They operated on their own 
orders’ and drove him to the 


apital. 

The official Budapest radio 
said the government had re- 
leased him under a general 
policy promising more freedom 
to Hungarians. That was con- 
trary to the story of the patriots. 
The Hungarians who released 
the Cardinal, who was sentenced 
to prison on treason charges in 
1949, mounted the roof of the 
Cardinal's home and also stood

Ben-Gurion Says Nas- 
ser Expansionism 
Blocks Aspirations of 
His Nation, U.S. 


JERUSALEM, Israeli Sector, 
Oct. 31 (UP)—Premier Ben- 
Gurion told President Eisen- 
hower today that Israel was in- 
debted to him for his “‘constant 
efforts” to lessen Middle East- 
ern tension. 

In his reply to Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s message Sunday ap- 
pealing for a settlement of the 
current conflict by “peaceful 
means,” Ben-Gurion said the 
Israeli people “pray for fylfil- 
ment of the President's vision.” 

But he charged that the 
“ruthless policy of expansion- 
ism and subversive activity” 
pursued by Egypt's President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser was block- 
ing and frustrating the aspira- 
tions of the American and Is- 
raeli governments toward peace. 

Ben-Gurion said as soon as 
the. Security Council meetings 
on Suez had concluded “Nasser 
felt free to turn on Israel.” 
Twenty-four Israelis have been 
killed in clashes with Egyptian 
infiltrators in the past six days 
alone, he said. 

In his letter to Mr. Ejisen- 
hower, Ben-Gurion charged that 
Nasser “created a unified com- 
mand of Jordan and Egypt for 
the purpose of destroying Israel. 
He said the government of Is- 
rael feels itself morally obliged 
to defend its people and defend 
their lives.

BERLIN, Oct. 31 (UP)—East 
Germany announced today the 
arrest of 73 anti-Communists 
in an apparent effort to prevent 
any Hungarian-type revolt from 
exploding against the Soviet- 
dominated Red German regime.

On Armistice day last Novem- |

Middle East. I want to repeat 
tonight what I said then about 
the developing situation between 

Israel and Egypt: 

“For five years violence along 
the armistice lines has been 
mounting. Unless these clashes 
cease there is danger of all-out | 

war developing while we debate | 
which side was the aggressor. 
A major effort of statesmanship 
is required if we are to avert & 
political disaster in this trou- | 
bled area.” | 

And I went on to make a con- 
structive proposal. Let me read | 
you what I suggested: 

“After years of experience it 
would seem evident that the 
only way to avoid bloodshed and 
violence along the border is to 
keep the troops of these antag- 
onists apart. And I wonder if 
United Nations guards could not 
undertake patrol duties in the 

areas of tension and collision.

T was more or less inevitable, 
| I suppose, that the current 

conjunction of time and cir- 
cumstance would bring forth 
someone with one of the 
world’s largest collections of 
vid political campaign buttons, 
and, by golly, it did. 

His name is Udell Irwin 
Harris, but he is more common- 
ly known as “Chick” Harris, 
and he works in the payroll di- 
vision at Ralston-Purina. He is 
called Chick for pretty obvious 
reasons. About the time he 
was born his mother was, like 
a lot of other people, under the 
spell of a Harold Bell Wright 
book called “That Printer of 
Udell's.” He has no objection 
to the name Udell. It’s that he 
gets tired of explaining where 
it came from. So he'd just as 
soon be known as Chick. 

I went out to his house the 
other night to look at his col- 
lection. He and his wife live in 
a flat at 3308 Vista avenue, 
which she keeps just as neat 
as a button, and where she tol- 
erates Chick’s collection. 

The collection, he said, con- 
tained some 3500 items, and it 
covers the period from Andrew 
Jackson to the present. It all 
started, he explained, with a 
little rag doll. His grandfather, 
for some reason, kept the rag 
doll hanging above his dresser 
as a sort of pin cushion. But 
the only thing he ever stuck in 
it was campaign buttons. 
Through the years he saw quite 
a few campaigns, and wheg he 
died the entire doll was covered 
with campaign buttons of men 
remembered and men forgotten. 

Chick ran across the doll one 
day while going through his 
grandfather’s things, and the 
thought struck him that here 
was the nucleus of what might 
become a pretty good hobby. 
For him, it has. That was in 
1938. 


For a few years Chick col- 
lected in a casual sort of way. 
Then one day he made the ac- 
quaintance of a man who had 
an excellent collection. The 
sight of it fired Chick. 

“I went hog wild,” he says, 
“and I’ve been collecting like 
mad ever since.” 
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E now has buttons, or Insig- 
nia, of every campaign since 
they started using such 
things. That was Andrew Jack- 
son’s campaign in 1828. In those 
days they passed out what they 
called “medalettes,” which were 
sort of like little medals or 
coins with the name and face 
stamped on them. About all you 
could do with most of them was 
carry them in your pocket and 
show them to anyone willing to 
look. Some, however, had holes 
punched in them so you could 
wear them on your watch chain. 
Well, they’ve gone through a 
lot of different ideas since, and 
the surprising thing is_ that 
some of the old time buttons 
were more ingenious than the 
ones they have today. About the 
only thing new, says Chick, are 
those buttons which, when re-

UST three years ago, Don 

Little was sitting in the 

Washington University Quad 
Shop drinking a malted milk 
and talking over his plans for 
dance sequences in the annual 
campus Quad Show.

RECENTLY I received a 
large amount of material which 
included magazine articles, con- 
gressional bills and Government 
publications on hearings. Un- 
fortunately my time is some- 
what limited, so I have been 
able to glance through only 
some of this material. 

I think, however, that the 
general public would be in- 
terested in the campaign for 
compulsory inspection of poul- 
try, backed by the Amalgamated 
Meat Cutters and Butcher 
Workmen of North America, 
AFL-CIO. They want a law, 
simflar to the Meat Inspection 
Act, to assure consumers of 
clean and healthy poultry. 

“The lack of inspection,” 
they say, “has resulted in the 
unhindered flow of some adul- 
terated and diseased poultry to 
market. Not only consumers 
are sometimes unwittingly buy- 
ing trash, but an actual health 
danger exists both for them and 
for the poultry workers who do 
the processing.” 

I think the need for this law 
should be brought to the atten- 
tion of the publio, and that is 
why I mention it here.
